“This N.C.O. with his platoon, was 
protecting the battalion's right flank. 
e was leading the platoon gallant- 
ly forward to the attack that had not 
gone far when-he realized that a gap 
had occurred in his flank, and ¢ - 
an enemy machine gtn was firin 
close range at the advancing Fo 
He immediately grasped the situa- 
tion, and rushing forward about 200 
yards ahead of the platoon, tackled 
the machine gun emplacement, kill- 
ing the officer and wotnding: one of 
the crew, the rest. beating a hurried 
retreat. By his boldness and quick 
action he undoubtedly saved the lives 
of many of his comrades. Through- 
out the day he exhibited the same 
spirit, carrying on after being wound- 
ed by shell -firé, 

Another battalion has the distinc-

tion, encountered on August 8, after 
being separated from his section, a 
machine gun nest in a wood which 
he dealt with unassisted first by 
bombing and then, jumping into the 
post, taking the crew and gun pris- 
oners.

“There was. general rejoicing at 
the decision to include negroes — in 
the draft. There was renewed  re- 
joicing when -Secretary Baker, in 
spite of great opposition, decided to 
place colored troops in the same can- 
tonments with white troops. 

“Surely by his loyalty in the war 
for democracy the negro will have 
carned his full share with white peo- 
ple of all those advantages of public 
education and protection which good 
governments should provide; 

“I love my. race today more than 
ever before because not a_ single 
negro has been arrested as a spy. 
Absolutely the negroes have’ stood 
loyal to their country: 

“T have told our young negroes at 
Tuskegee and at Hampton to’ give 
their country. ‘all their support and 
backing so that those boys—black, 
white and red—in the trenches may 
know that together with. the white 
people we negroes are back of them. 
The negroes have bought generously 
of Liberty Bonds and Thrift Stamps. 

“As to the negro as a fighter,_Col. 
James A. Moss, of the Three Hun- 


dred and Sixty- Seventh Infantry, who]: 


has served 18 years with colored 
troops, says that, properly trained, 
the colored man makes as good a 
fighter as any in the world. The his- 
tory of the negro in all our wars 
proves this. Colonel Moss has said 
he is glad to command colored troops 
in his third campaign.”

Suicides on Decline 


War Shows Marked Effect Upon the 
People Taking Their Own 
Lives 


The British Medical Journal finds 
that the war has caused a_ marked 
decline in the proportion of suicides 
to the population. Among mates the 
{rate per million living was/157 in the 
lten years ending 1910, 151 in 1914 
Vand 105 in 1915. In 1916 it was a 
iNittle higher, 111. The rate of suicide 
among women showed a fall from 
forty-seven in the years 1901-10 to 
forty-five in 1914 and 1915 and thir- 
ty-eight in-1019. The greatest re- 
duction among-.men was at the ages 
of forty-five to sixty-five, whereas 
for women of later middle age the 
rate has not fallen at once. The 
reason for this, according to the 
Journal, is the increased. employment 
opened up by the war. . Fresh inter- 
ests and diversions have given the 
mind a aew outlook on life.
